It clings perhaps more tenaciously 
than does any rural institution to 
the things of yesterday; but it must 
yield or atrophy into death.

GOOD ROADS IN 
EVERY STATE NOW 


Movement For Pavement Highways 
Has Extended Frcm Coast to 
Coast. Figures Show 


CONCRETE 
FOR 
PERM AN EN CE 


More Than 25.000 Miles of Paved 
Roads Have Been Built in 
Past Few Years

Philadelphia, May 10— The con­ 
stantly increasing mileage ot 
gooc 
roads throughout the United States 
is shown by an official table of con­ 
crete highway mileage in the United 
States ju st issued. 
More than 25,- 
000 miles of concrete 
roads have 
been built. Concrete pavements have 
been built in every State in the Un­ 
ion. 
Some of these have been in 
constant use for more than thirtx 
years. 
The steadily increasing mileage oi 
good roads in and about Philadel­ 
phia and throughout the State 
of 
Pennsylvania is also shown by th« 
report. 
It 
gives 
the State 2,08* 
miles of concrete highway 
at 
the 
end of 1923. »As large as this total 
is three other States in the union are 
shown to have a greater mileage in 
concrete roads. 
Illinois, which is second only to 
California in 
tlu* total mileage oi 
concrete roads, led the country ii 
the concrete roads built last yeai 
with 
1,041 
miles. 
This compares 
with the 365 miles built by Pennsyl­ 
vania last yead. 
In 1922 465 miles 
of concrete highway were built in 
this 
State, and that year Illinois 
with its 625 miles’ was the only State 
to stand ahead of Pennsylvania in 
this r«*spect. 


Last 
year, besides Illinois, M’is- 
eonsin with 432 miles and New York 
with 397 miles, were ahead of this 
State, and North Carolina with 336 
miles, Michigan with 319 and Ohio 
with 296, were not far behind.* Illi­ 
nois 
built 
almost 400 miles more 
last year than during the preceding 
year, when it led the country in this 
kind of highway construction. 
Virginia built 114 last year, com­ 
pared with 38 in 1922; North Caro­ 
lina had 336 miles built during 1923 


against 127 the year before; Miss­ 
ouri fell in line with these States by 
constructing 130 miles last year, a 
gain of more than 50 miles. Ind­ 
iana jumped from 167 to 225 and 
Maryland from 85 to 129. 


In the state where decreases were 
in order in road building, Arizona 
fell from 155 in 1922 to 51 last year; 
California from 229 to 164; Idaho 
from 13 to one-eighth of a 
mile; 
Kansas built only 93 last year, com­ 
pared with 154 the preceding year: 
Minnesota built 57 miles less than 
in 1922, and Oklahoma 32 miles l«*ss. 
Utah built 432 miles in 1922 and ten 
miles last year. 
There were 5,194 miles of con­ 
crete highway built throughout the 
United States in 1923, compared with 
4,442 in 1922. 
The greatest num ­

Fire Marshall Outlines Plans For 
Arousing Interest of Rural Citizens* 


, in Fire Prevention 


WATER RESERVES' ARE URGED 


Every Township Trustee is an As- 


sistant And Will be Called Upon 


to Take Active Part 


•Indianapolis, Ind., May 13 — Par- 


ticular attention to the problems of 
fire preparedness in rural •commun- 
ities is being' given by the Fire Mar- 
shal's department at the direction oc 
the Fire Marshal, Newman T. Miller. 
Due to lack of fire fighting-equipment 
and organized forces country fires. 
are, invariably disastrous, and Mr. 
Miller is outlining plans for arousing 
the interest of rural citizens in such 
fire prevention measures 
as 
arc- 


feasible. 


Elimination of fire hazards in ham-1 


lets and villages and about 
farm. 


buildings is aimed at, as well as the 
establishement of water reserves and 
other combative 
instrumentalities. 


Recoinmejidations that best apply to 
fighting fires under rural conditions 
will 'be prepared 
and 
broadcast 


through the rural newspapers,, the 
farm bureaus, and probably through 
exhibits at the county fairs this sum- 
mer and autumn. 


Every township trustee is, by vir- 


tue of his office, an assistant fire 
marshal, and they will be called upon 
by the Fire Marshall to take an ac- 
tive hand in the campaign of educa- 
tion. 


"The only means we have of 


checking rural losses is by appealing 
for the support and cooperation of 
the people," said Mr. Miller. "We 
shall make a special effort to create 
as much interest in fire prevention 
in the country- as in the city. We de- 
sire to extend the services of the Fire 
Marshal's department to every citi- 
zen. Although the taxpayers arc not 
called upon to pay any part of the 
cost of 'maintaining -this- -department,' 
every citizen is entitled to the bene- 
fits that it can give them in protect- 
ing life and property. 


younger men in the professsion some 
sound advice. He philosophized on 
life as it is viewed from the ministry, 
calling attention to the fact that hu- 
man nature was very much the same

Greb-Defaney go to be Battle

New York, May 13—When Harry 


Greb, world's middleweight champion 
meets Jack 'Delaney, the slim Bridge- 
port challenger, at the Yankee Sta- 
dium in .June, many of the.experts 
believe the title- holder will be in for 
the wannest time of 'his career. Some 
think he will be stopped. 


Greb has been scheduled for the 


warmest time in his career so many 
times that he should 
have 
been 


burnt to a crisp by this time, if there 
were good reasons for believing that 
he did have a 'hot time of it. 


The -champion is, without a doubt, 


one of the most individual 
types 


that has ever -held a title. With the 
possible exception of Johnny Dundee, 
the greatest freak of the ring, Greb 
has fought more, and in more classes 
than any fighter of the present day, 
at least 


He lias been given little credit for 


a record that 5s really remarkable. 
The critics say that he can't hit, that 
he is a slapiier, that he doesn't know- 
how to box, that he 'has to use rough 
tactics and that he hasn't a single 
attribute of a great fighter. 


In spite of this, Greb goes out and 


heats any fighter that lie 
really 


•wants to heat. He was the 
light 


heavyweight champion twice, and he 
lost the title twice to Gene Tunncy 
on two peculiar decisions. He then 


turned1, around and won the middle- 
weight championship and annourieed, 
'witii all sincerity, that he was willing 
to fight Dempsey. 


It is told about ring circles that 


Greb once made -Jack Dempsey look 
not S(J good when he; boxed him sev- 
eral years ago while Dempsqy was in 
training for .the Bccnnari fight, and if 
is more or less known that Dempsey 
declined to accept the services of 
Greb when the Pittsburgher volun- 
teered to help him get in shape for 
Carpentier. 


Greb's greatest' assets are 
the 


heart of a lion, the confidence of a 
champion and * the* possession 
of 


enough energy to go fifteen rounds 
with the speed of a shadow-boxing 
flyweight. Greb took Tom Gibbons, 
when the St. Paul light heavyweight 
was in his prime, and gave him a 
lacing in Madison Square Garden. 
Gibbons said later that he was not 
in shape, and it is known that he was 
just out of the flu, but that docs not 
show in the records. 


For several years it has been the 


opinion of the experts that 
Greb 


would'go along to a natural end un- 
less someone discovered a strong le- 
gitimate 
middleweight, 
one 
with 


speed and a snappy punch who 
would not be.bothered by the neces-, 
sity of making weight. 


Delaney is just such n fighter. He 


is a tall, rangy, young French-Cana- 
dian, with a good punch, with a lot .~,f 
clever boxing in him and with plenty 
of experience.

Movement For Pavement Highways 


Has Extended From Coast to 


Coast, Figures Show 


CONCRETE FOR PERMANENCE 


More Than 25,000 Miles of Paved 


Roads Have Been Built in 


Past Few Years 


Philadelphia, May 10r-rThe con- 


stantly increasing mileage of gooc 
roads throughout the United States 
is shown by an official table of con- 
crete highway mileage in the United 
States just issued. More than 25,- 
000 miles of concrete roads have 
been built. Concrete pavements have 


built in every State in the Un- 


ion. 
Some of these have been in 


constant use for more than thirty 
years. 


The steadily increasing mileage of 


good roads in and about Philadel- 
phia and throughout the State of 
Pennsylvania is also shown by the 
report. It gives the State 2,08c 
miles of. concrete highway at the 
end of 1923. Ms large as this total 
is three other States in the union are 
shown to have a greater mileage in 
concrete roads. 


Illinois, which is second only to 


California in. the total mileage of 
concrete- roads, led: the country ir 
the concrete 'roads built last year 
with 1,041 miles. 
This-compares 


with the 365 miles built by Pennsyl- 
vania last yead. 1^1922 465 miles 
•of concrete highway' were built in 
this State, and that year Illinois 
with its 635, miles' was the only. State 
to stand ahead1* of Pennsylvania in 
this respect.

'Last year, besides Illinois, Wis- 


consin with 432 miles and. New York 
with 397 miles, were ahead of this 
State, and North Carolina with 336 
miles. Michigan with 319 and Ohio 
with 296, were not far behind1.'- BH- 
nois built almost 4(jO miles' more 
last year than during the preceding 
year, when it led the country in this 
find of highway construction. * 


Virginia built 114 last year, com- 


pared with 38 in 1922; North Caro- 
lina-had 336 miles built during 1923 


against 127 the year before; Miss- 
ouri fell in line with these States bv 
constructing 130 miles last year, a 
gain of more than 50 miles. •" Ind- 
iana jumped from 167 to 225 and 
Maryland from 85 to 129. 


In the state where decreases were 


in order in road building, Arizona 
fell from 155 in 1922 to 51 last year; 
California from 229 to 164; Idaho 
from 13 to one-eighth. of a mile; 
Kansas built only-93 last year, com- 
pared with 154 the preceding year; 
Minnesota built 57 miles less than 
in 1922, and Oklahoma 32 .miles less. 
Utah briilt 432 miles in 1922 and ten 
miles last year. 
, There were 5,194 miles of con- 
crete highway built throughout the 
United States in 1923, compared with 
4,442. in 1922. 
The greatest num- 


ber in any one State, 3,288, in Cali- 
fornia, compares with the one mile 
in South Dakota. 


The tiny state of Delaware boasts 


292 miles of concrete highway and 
Rhode Island, the smallest State in 
the Union, has 33 miles. Texas, the 
largest State, has 336 miles.

Plant Lice May be Present 


and Cause, Plants to Witt 


Every year plant lice or opbids are 


destructive to some vegetable and 
flower garden crops and occasionally 
they are very abundant on almost 
every growing plant. The abundance 
is usually brought about by favorable 
weather conditions' for 
the plant 


louse which at the same time may be 
unfavorable for the wasp parasites 
which usually keep the plant lice 
in check, say Purdue University En- 
tomologists. 


Effective control of these pests 


which suck the plant juices and 
drain the plants of their vitality can 
be best and most economically ob- 
tained by watching for the appear- 
ance of the first few inconspicuous 
individuals and destroying them be- 
fore they establish large colonies 
and before they begin to noticeably 
injure thc'plants. Almost every grow- 
ing iilaut may be. 5dt«<.v"vi by 
one 


species or another of plant lice but 
tlie .crops more commonly injured are 
such' as cabbage, melon, cucumber, 
potato, pea, spinach, rose, nastur- 
tium, golden^glow, and chrysanthe-

tributed Last Year 


MANY MEMBERS LOCALLY 


Those Here Will Get From 13 Cents 


to $19.62 Back as Their Refund

The directors of the Indianapolis 


Producers Association Lave voted to 
di'i-ljire the same percentage>of re- 
fund for the fiscal year ending Mar. 
31, ,'1924 that -was paid last year. 
This refund means a distribution of 
$00,001) to Farm Bureau members. 
Many farmers of Bush county hold 
individual memberships in the Pro- 
ducers •Association and will receive 
their refund direct from Indianapo- 
lis. The remaining number of 
the 


members of the Rush County Farm 
Bureau who consigned their stock in 
the name of the Rush County Farm 
B.iireau will receive a refund amount- 
in to -12,400. The amount refunded 
from 
tLe Indianapolis Producers 


Commission Association to the indi- 
vidual members of the Rush County 
Farm Bureau ranges from 13c to 
$19.62. There is much detail work 
connected with 
making out 
and 


checking1 this refund list. The work 
could lie completed in one-half the 
time if each individual would adopt 
one signature. Many fanners from 
this county send their hogs to market 
in trucks and when the truck driver 
makes out the bill he gives 
the 


owners' "nick name"' unknown 
to 


everyone,-except a feSv personal ac- 
quaintances. When the owner bills 
them out he often time uses his ini- 
tials one time and his given name 
another. One farmer in the county 
is represented on the list with three 
different names and just as many 
postoffiee addresses, and on investi- 
gation he was on a Rushville rural 
route.

During April 209 carloads of stock 


were consigned to file Indianapolis 
Producers from Illinois, as compared 
with 115 cars in April 1923.

Apple Crop 


SPRAYING NOW IS URGED 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 13—The 


cool, rainy weather of the last 'few 
days gives apple scab an excellent 
chance to get started in the orchards 
and particular attention must be giv- 
on to spraying to insure a crop; ad- 
monishes Frank N. Wallace, state 
entomologist for the conservation de- 
partment. 


Wallace points out that it behooves 


Indiana orchardists to concentrate 
on apples this year because most of 
the peach prospects were killed by 
severe cold in, January. Early apples 
particularly will command a 
gooc 


market price he predicts, for this is 
invariably the case when there is- n 
failure of peaches. Reports to the 
conservation department show tha' 
excepting in extreme southern 
In- 


diana, in the '"Pocket" so to speak 
practically the entire Hoosier peach 
crop was lost because of the unpre- 
cedented cold and unfavorable Jan- 
nary."

More Successful. 80-Acre .Farmers 
Use dm, 
Small Grain and Clover 
And Timothy 


Many farmers in central Indiana 


are making good on .80-acre farms, 
say representative^ of 
the United 


States Department 
:of agriculture 


who have recently completed a study 
of small farms in that region. Farms 
nrger than 80. acres offer greater 
opportunities for profit to capable 
managers, but the fact that;80-acre 
'arms, are numerous in central Indi- 
iana prompted farm management ex- 
perts in the department to inquire 
what conditions are necessary to sue 
cess on farms of that'«ize._, 


They found that -in general the 


more 
successful 
SO-racce'- ifarmers 


liave definite ci'op rotation- systems 
of corn, small grain, and clover'am 
timothy. ' They "increase their 'con 
acreage whenever that is practicable 
"Over a series of years, yields as 
high as'^0 bushels of corn, 45 bush- 
els of oats, 30 bushels of wtoeat, and 
1.5 tons of hay per acre have been 
obtained on the more successful 
farms. Profitable 80-acre farm's arc 
those on wliih comparatively' high 
st'andarels 
of 
organization 
and 


management are maintained. 


Uusally these farms 'have from 


ll'iree to live cows, with enough 
young cattle to maintain the herds. 
In most cases these are from 5 to 
8. brood ^sows, raising ;from -50 «to *70; 
pigs a year. Commonly -the farms 
have there work.,animals and about 
100 hens. Though the farmers have 
enough machinery to work their land 
efficiently, they do not invest in more 
equipment than can .be put :to eco- 
nomical 'use. 


The labor' requirements on these 


sized farms are such that the far- 
mers themselves are unable^ to do 
most of the vwork, with help from 
their families in doing chores. In 
rush periods • tin: families 
help in 


Held work, or help is hired. :Familj 
labor or hired labor, on the aver- 
age, is employed, to the equivalent 
of from two to four mouthy of man 
labor a year. Farmers operating on 
these lines often Jiave comfortable, 
'homes with" modern conveniences 
and are able to ;give' their children 
good educational opportunities. 


Some of -the neighbors of these 


successful farmers were not getting 
good returns from their land and 
bor. High crop yields did not al- 
ways insure success. 
W>hile all the 


more successful' 'farms ', had crop 
yields 
above the average, many 


farms with crop yields above the 
average were-successful because-the 
crops were not efficiently ..marketed 
through livestock. 


The 80-acre farm'in central Ind- 


iana that is profitable over :i period 
of years usually lias enough live- 
stock to consume nil the corn grown 
on it, and some'purc-liased corn. Four 
successful fjarms for which records 
were obtained for eight years had 
54 per cent more livestock than the 
four, Je;ist..,sivcc.cssful. ,,farms.T__.Dif- 
ferouces in'tifc" i'eturrts' fi-bni "Live-- 
stock :accounteci"7for greater varia- 
tionis in jthe^'farm income's-than} any 
other items.
